Tihe Southern California 
Edison Company has Just 
filed with the Railroad Com¬ 
mission a revised schedule 
leducing the rates for elec¬ 
tric service covering practi¬ 
cally (he entire southern 
part of the state. This reduc¬ 
tion in the rates is the re¬ 
sult of several weeks of 
negotiation between repre- 
sentativies of the Edison 
Company and the Railroad 
Commi-ssion.

However, it should Ire re¬ 
membered that many of the 
officials seeking to lessen 
the energy crisis by this me¬ 
thod are the same ones who 
lavored price-and-wage con¬ 
trols. The effects of price- 
and-wage controls had a de¬ 
trimental effect on the oil 
supply. Tlie opp.jsite theory 
now being in effect; i.c., low 
prices encourage increased 
.usage of the product or low 
prices remove the protection 
of the prociuct in short sup¬ 
ply- 

In a froe-market economy 
the market sets the prices 
and protection for products 
in short S'upply develops 
avitomatically witli increased 
prices. These inc r e a s e d 
prices encourage increased 
production, and incaea.sed 
competition so that the In¬ 
centive for profits solves the 
problem. If we have an en¬ 
ergy Crisi.s, more profits to 
business will .solve that 
erisis, and everyone far¬ 
sighted enough to realize 
this will inve.st in every C'.n- 
ergy producing business 
seeking their profit. 

However, allow govern - 
mont to increa.^e the price 
through taxation and the 
problem lieconies wor.se. The 
i.nerea.sed profit is removed 
and .so i.s tlie incentive to 
incroa.se the siiply of energy 
by the free-marked econorn.v.

As the ball bounces, the solvers turn out to be Presi¬ 
dent Nixon and Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, and 
on their success hangs oil for the world and peace. It is 
fortunate that President Nixon foresaw and accomplished cause we on 
a detente with Russia because this accomplishment could can' 
be the key to open the vital look. 

Kisinger has proved that he knows the difference be¬ 
tween what is posible in world agreements and what is 
not possible. He sticks witli the possible and by going to 
13 countires in 14 days persuaded the Arabs and Jews to 
sit down and talk while the Americans and the Hus¬ 
sions sit in. No one ever succeeded at this before.

If the House Judiciary Committee truly has the na 
lion's welfare at heart it will proceed with all consis¬ 
tent speed toward a 
President Nixon. 

In announcing his resignation as the President's chieJ 
domestic advisor, Melvin Laird urged a March 15 dead 
line. This is probably unrealistic, but it evidenced a sin 
cere concern 
charges 

nation’s security policies, foreign and domestic. 

As has frequently been pointed out, Laird’s state¬ 
ment did not express a belief the President should be 
impeached. He was merely pointing out the damage the 
so-far unresolved charges are doing to the nation. He 
echoed other Republican loaders who are distressed by 
the whole situation and especially by the possibility that 
it be made a partisan game. 

Vermont Senator George Aiken’s “Impeach him or 
get off his back” has become a classic imperative. Ari¬ 
zona’s Bary Goldwater phrased it as “put up or shut 
up.” As Goldwater warned the members of the Judiciary 
committee, they are not “playing around with the Repub¬ 
lican Party and the Democratic Party — they are play¬ 
ing around with the American people.” 

The American people are divided and disturbed by 
all the Watergate revelations and accusations, but they 
certainly must be united in a desire for a return of con¬ 
fidence in government. Probably no one shares thcit de¬ 
sire more earnestly than the President, and although his 
efforts at “candor” have not always been considered as 
totally well advised they are steps in the right direction. 

Since, however, the House has undertakn an investi¬ 
gation of the merits of charges involving the White House, 
no real return of confidence can be expeetd until that 
body makes its decision. It is not a matter for dilly-dallying 
or political gamemanship.

In order to convert vehicle 
registrations from the our- 
rent once-a-year program to 
a year-round basis, the de¬ 
partment is authorized to es¬ 
tablish “registration years” 
during 1957 ranging from 7 
to 18 month.s, with subse¬ 
quent renewals required at 
yearly intervals afterwards. 
To ea.se the burden they may 
create for those motorists 
who will be required to pay 
the equivalent of more than

Some of the other princi¬ 
pal measures, enacted by th.'> 
legislature are outlined be¬ 
low.

Vehicle Inspection 

Another bill authored by 
Senator Biddle will affect 
many motori.sts by requiring 
mandatory emission inspec¬ 
tions of all vehicle.? in the 
South Coa.st Air Ba.sin by 
1977. SB 479 calls fir.st for a 
trial inspc'ction program to 
be eondueded somewhere in 
Orange, Riv’erside, and San 
Bernardino counties during 
1975. Following this, in 
either 1975 or 1976, will be 
the requirement that ve¬ 
hicles -be ins,peoted at the 
lime they are .sold as a con¬ 
dition of registration in the' 
new ow’iier’s name. Finally, 
in either 1976 or 1977, all ve¬ 
hicles in the basin miust be 
inspected annually before 
owners can renew their reg¬ 
istration. 

Maximum emission stan¬ 
dards to be applied to ve¬ 
hicles inspected under this 
program are tc be* e.stab- 
iished by the Air Rescnirtx*s 
Board. Once the trial phase
